This is a season of diplomatic mis­ 
sions. 
We have just been entertain­ 
ing 
distinguished 
missions 
from 
France 
and 
England. 
Another has 
arrived from Italy. 
Others are on the 
way. or about 
to 
start, from other 
belligerent countries. 
\\ e ourselves 
are dispatching an im portant mission 
to Russia. 
Various neutrals are pre­ 
paring to send representatives here 
for the settlem ent ®f practical m at­ 
ters connected with the war. 
And one 
of the most important and significant 
of these out-of-the-ordinary diplomatic 
bodies is the one coining !rom Brazil- 
The Brazilian mission is headed by 
an eminent statesm an named Dr. Ruy 
Barbosa . Its purpose is said to be the 
arrangem ent of a mutually helpful war 
program by Brazil 
and 
the 
United 
States. 
Brazil has severed relations 
with Germany and is believed to be 
eager to declare war. But the country 
is handicapped 
bv 
a 
lack of war j 
material. 
Brazil is not a manufactur- ; 
ing country. 
If she could arrange to ^ 
get from us the arms and munitions i 
necessary to suppress the threatened 
German 
insurrection 
at 
home 
and 
wage an effective campaign against 
Germany, she would probably enter | 
the conflict along with us. 
We should have to supply her with , 
nearly all her fighting paraphernalia,! 
and with liberal credit for its pur­ 
chase. 
On the other hand. Brazil is ; 
in position to furnish 
a 
good-sized : 
army of well trained men, and a large 
amount of the food needed by us and 
our allies. 
Our government will doubtless make 
every effort to come to term s with the 
Brazilian envoys. 
W e can afford to 
be liberal in view of the desirability of 
lining up so powerful a nation to help 
us fight German absolutism. 
It would 
be a big step 
in 
the 
direction of 
arraying the western hemisphere solid­ 
ly against Germany. 
Argentine is wavering on the verge 
of war, and a satisfactory understand­ 
ing with her big neighbor would en­ 
courage her to follow suit.
